FARM BOUNDARIES SURVEY 
MARKS SHOULD BE 
PRESERVED 


In a long-settled farming district 
practically every farm is fenced 
around and the adjoining neighbors 
know the lines where their farms 
meet. These lines do not in all cases 
correspond with the original surveyed 
lines but from mutual agreement and 
long occupation they are accepted as 
the actual boundaries of the farms. 
The fact that a one-hundred and sixty 
acre farm, for instance, is short one 
or two acres may not scem to be very 
important, but if land is worth one 
hundred dollars an acre, as it is in 
many parts of Canada, it is a matter 
of some concern when a farm is short 
even an acre. The present owner 
would be better pleased if the first 
settlers in the district had been more 
careful of the original survey marks 
and had run out their farm lines in 
correct position. His title calls for 
one hundred and sixty acres, the as- 
sessed value of his farm is based on 
that area, and he pays taxes on it 
and must continue to do so unless he 
goes to the expense of having a sur- 
vey made of his land as it exists and 
having his title corrected to the true 
acreage. 


In those parts of our country which 
have been more recently settled or 
are being settled upon now, it should 
be a matter of first importance to 
the residents to preserve the marks 
of the survey. In Western Canada, 
where all the original surveys have 
been made by the Topographical Sur- 
vey, Department of the Interior, sur 
vey posts accorpanied by pits, mounds 
or trenches, as the case may be, have 
been placed to mark the corners of 
the quarter-sections. The description 
and location of these survey marks 
are recorded at the Department at 
Ottawa, where information concern- 
ing them is always available. The 
survey post, whether it be one of the 
new style, consisting of a cast iron 
pipe filled with cement carrying a 
brass cap on top, the plain iron bar 
in use for many years, or even made 
of wood as used in the earliest sur- 
veys, marks the exact corner and the 
pits, ete., are merely to help per- 
petuate the corner and to indicate 
where the post is or should be, If it 
happens that the post is gone, but 


remains of the pits or mound can be 
seen, a letter addressed to the ‘lopo- 


graphical Survey, Department of the

Winnipeg.—Western Canada is on} 
the threshold of its 1928 harvesting | 
season, with present prospects point- 
ing to the production of the great- 
est crop in the history of the country. | 

Throughout the prairie provinces 
most encouraging progress is being! 
made by all grains, and in districts 
where cutting has started, estimates 
of wheat yields have ranged from 25 
to 40 bushels to the acre, | 

Recent reports from authorities | 
making their annual field inspections 
have revealed the crops in varying | 
stages with the most advanced hav- 
ing completed cutting, and in one in- 
stance threshed, while in the more, , 
backward areas another two weeks 
of favorable weather will be required 
to bring the crop to maturity. 

The general condition, however, 
finds the 1928 crop slightly ahead of | 
conditions at this date last year, and) 
binders are expected to be humming 
over the western grain fields within 
a few days. 

Cutting of barley, rye and oats, has} 
been underway in some sections for 
the past week, with these crops 
yielding slightly above the ten-year 
average. 

While no official estimates have yet 
been made of this year’s wheat crop, 
the consensus of opinion of author- 
{ties who have travelled through the 
western provinces during the past} 
week, is that final figures will show 4) 
crop of approxunately 450,000,000 | 
bushels. 

The feature of the growing 
to date is its freedom from rust dam-| 
age or other pest infection. Hail has 
taken a considerable toll, particular- 
ly in Saskatchewan, but the increas- | 
ed acreage seeded this spring is ex- 
pected to offset this loss. 

The first harvesters’ excursion train 
4g expected to reach Winnipeg from 
Fastern Canada this week. The 
railway companies also are moving 
thousands of grain cars to the 
various centres of movement. 

Yet another indication of prepared- 
ness is the arrival of Leslie Boyd, | 
chairman of the Board of Grain Com- 
missioners, to make arrangements 
for the hearings on grain rates for 
interior elevators. These rates wil! 
be fixed by the board on the strength 
of the evidence submitted, and made 
public by Sept. 1.
